Mark Clark, 22, a Peoria leader. 


Groth directed the Dec. 4 raid 
on Hampton's West Side apart­ 
ment to serve a search warrant 
for illegal weapons. He w as ac­ 
companied bv 13 state’s attor­ 
ney 's police, five of whom w ere 
black. Groth is white. 
lie testified that his m en gath­ 
ered in his office an hour before 
the 5 a.m. raid to arm th em ­ 
selves for the assignm ent. Their 
w e ap on included a submachine 
gun, a carbine, and four shot­ 
guns 
in 
addition 
to 
several 
handguns, the officer added. 
Martin S. Gerber, a law y er 
selected to serve as deputy cor­ 
oner 
conducting 
the 
inquest, 
said the firearms seem ed to be 
“ extraordinary 
w eapons” 
to 
em ploy in serving a warrant. 
Groth said that with the e x­ 
ception of the subm achine gun, 
the weapons w ere ones norm al­ 
ly employ ed by his officers in 
serving warrants . 
Gerber asked if Groth consid­ 
ered using tear gas. 
“ No, sir,” the officer replied, 
“ I didn’t see any need for it. I 
w as going to execute a war-

Blood Feud; End Not Sighted 


PR IR E N , Yugoslavia (A P ) — 


For three y ears the Taet fam ­ 


ily stay ed indoors to escape the 


vengeance of the Mazreku fam ­ 
ily . Then B eeir T aci ventured 
out to the fam ily ’s viney ard— 
and lost his life. 


’Hie two fam ilies live in the 
village 
of 
Mamusi, 
near 
this 
southern Y ugoslav town. Three 
y ears ago, som e of the Taci clan 
killed two of Saban Mazreku’s 
sons. Under the tradition of this 
part of the Balkans, the killing 
entitled 
the 
Mazrekus to two 
Taci lives. 
The 180 m em bers of the Taci 
clan 
confined 
them selves 
to 
their hom es in an attm ept to 
stay alive. They denied th em ­ 
selves all normal outside activi­ 
ties. The children were not al­ 
lowed to go to school. 
But on the last day of 1969. 
23-y ear-old Beeir Taci believed 
the Mazrekus were busy prepar­ 
ing for the N ew Y ear holiday . 


He decided it w as safe to take 
a look at the fam ily ’s neglected 
viney ard, to see what could be 
done to save it from ruin. 


While 
the 
y oung 
man 
w as 
busy 
there, 
word 
got 
to

Mazreku fam ily . 
Saban, now 65, got a German 
machine 
gun 
he 
had 
hidden 
aw ay and went to the viney ard. 


He fired 18 rounds point-blank 
into Beeir. 


The killing w as a setback to 


efforts officials had been m ak ­ 
ing to reconcile the Taci and 
Mazreku fam ilies and to end the 
vendetta code that blood must 
be repaid with blood. 


The district judge ordered six 
m em bers to the Mazreku fam ily 
arrested, but other townspeople 
say there will be no peace until 
the Mazrekus kill a second Taci 
and avenge Saban’s other dead 
son.

GI Newscaster Faces Court Martial 


SAIGON (AP) - The U.S. 
Army 
served 
court-martial 
charges today on one of the two 
GI newscasters in Vietnam who 
accused it of censorship. But the 
Army chose an incident in 
which censorship was not in­ 
volved. 
Spec. 5 Robert Lawrence, 27, 
of Atlanta, Ga., told a news 
conference that the 
charges 
were based on his refusal on 
Dec. 29 to obey a sergeant’s or­ 
der to stop preparing his nightly 
newscast and drive some sol­ 
diers to their quarters. 
Five nights later Lawrence 


ended his news broadcast on the 
Armed Forces Vietnam Net­ 
work by accusing the U.S. Com­ 
mand of suppressing unfavora­ 
ble news. The command sus­ 
pended Lawrence and Marine 
Cpl. Thomas M. Sinkovitz, 21, of 
Harrisburg, Pa., who began his 
sportscast that followed by en­ 
dorsing Lawrence’s charge. 
The U.S. Command is investi­ 
gating the broadcasts and has 
ordered the two soldiers not to 
discuss the case. 
The court-martial charges al­ 
lege that Lawrence was “disre­ 
spectful in language’’ to Sgt. 


Robert MacArthur and failed

Lawrence said he refused to 
take an administrative punish­ 
ment and asked for a court- 
martial.

CHICAGO (AP) — The leader 
of a police raid which resulted 
in the fatal shooting of two 
Black Panther party members 
says he did not use tear gas to 
clear the apartment because it 
wTas unavailable. 
Sgt. Daniel Groth testified at 
an inquest into the deaths of 
Fred Hampton, 21, head of the 
Illinois 
Panther 
party, 
and 
Mark Clark, 22, a Peoria leader. 
Groth directed the Dec. 4 raid 
on Hampton’s West Side apart­ 
ment to serve a search warrant 
for illegal weapons. He was ac­ 
companied bv 13 state’s attor­ 
ney’s police, five of whom were 
black. Groth is white. 
He testified that his men gath­ 
ered in his office an hour before 
the 5 a m. raid to arm them­ 
selves for the assignment. Their 
weapons included a submachine 
gun, a carbine, and four shot­ 
guns 
in 
addition to several 
handguns, the officer added. 
Martin S. Gerber, a lawyer 
selected to serve as deputy cor­ 
oner conducting the inquest, 
said the firearms seemed to be 
“extraordinary 
weapons” 
to 
employ in serving a warrant. 
Groth said that with the ex­ 
ception of the submachine gun, 
the weapons were ones normal­ 
ly employed by his officers In 
serving warrants . 
Gerber asked if Groth consid­ 
ered using tear gas.

COLUMBUS. Ohio (AP) —

foot.” 
The 39 - year - old computer 
magnate said he has dispatched 
aides to Saigon to obtain letters 
from North Vietnamese prison­ 
ers held in the south.

Perot, at his own expense,

The mission failed when 
N-rth Vietnamese and Soviet of­ 
ficials refused to help ship the 
materials to Hanoi.

Either system would provide 
a means of expanding the U.S. 
nuclear arsenal to assure sur­ 
vival of a large portion of the 
American retaliatory force dur­ 
ing a surprise attack. 
The United States has for the 
moment decided against build­ 
ing more land-based missile Sil­ 
as , choosing instead to defend 


such sites from attack with the 
Safeguard antiballistic missile 
system. 
The undersea long range mis­ 
sile system, which essentially 
would be an extension and im­ 
provement of the present 41- 
boat Polaris fleet, was put in 
the defense budget as a re­ 
search item last spring. 
Tile Senate Armed Services 
Committee cut tile $20 million in 
ULMS research money in a 
move that would have killed the 
program but Laird personally 
and successfully appealed for 
reinstatement of $10 million.

He decided it was safe to take 
a look at the family’s neglected 
vineyard, to see what could i>e 
done to save it from ruin. 
While the young man was 
busy there, word got to the 
Mazreku family. 
Saban, now 65, got a German 
machine gun he had hidden 
away and went to the vineyard. 


He fired 18 rounds point-blank 
into Becir. 
The killing was a setback to 
efforts officials had been mak­ 
ing to reconcile the Taci and 
Mazreku families and to end the 
vendetta code that blood must 
bo repaid with blood.

Dole told a reporter he lia« 
drafted a letter to Agriculture

over the paym ent decision and 
urging the secretary to reverse 
the action. 
Dole said lie was certain he 
would be joined by other farm 
area m em bers of both parties 
when Congress reconvenes Jan.

Housing Pinch 


The nation’s housing effort, already 
pinched by high interest rates and 
exorbitant building cost increases, is 
facing another severe setback. Analysts 
fear record withdrawals of deposits 
from savings institutions this month 
will fui tiler lower an already depleted 
pool of mortgage funds. 
Kears of such a drain are not without 
cause. Compared to the \ lh or 5 per 
cent which banks and savings and loans 
are limited to paying, investors can 
earn 9 per cent or more in blue chip 
bonds and 7 per cent or so in U.S. 
Treasury securities. 
Savings banks and savings and loan 
associations form the backbone of the 
housing mortgage market, and they’ve 
been having a hard time keeping their 
funds. 
Current statistics reveal how far 
short of the goal the national housing 
effort is. Congress last year set the 
nation's sights at 2.6 million housing 
units a vear over the next decade. Last 


month the annual rate was less than 
half that, and falling. By February, 
some experts anticipate, the annual 
rate will be less than one million units. 
No relief is possible while money 
remains tight and interest rates stay 
high. But, clearly, the constriction on 
new housing cannot be allowed to last 
much longer. More than 50 per cent 
of U.S. families have already been 
priced out of the one-family-home 
market. 
About the only silver lining in the 
current crisis is that concern over the 
current housing situation is spreading. 
In Congress, recognition is growing that 
even a small downturn in interest rates 
would not be enough to solve the shelter 
problem. Cheaper and more efficient 
ways must be found to build housing, 
escalating construction trade wages 
must be brought under control, and 
more stable 
sources 
of 
mortgage 
financing must be brought into play.

LOS ANGELES (AP) — Lee 
Elder, who could be the nex t 
major Negro star on the pro 
golf tour, has three major goals 
for 19 70, his third full y ear on 
the PGA circuit. 
“ I want to win, play in the 
Masters and finish in the top 
60 (money winners)” the soft- 
spoken Elder said prior to the 
opening round today of the 44th 
Los Angeles Open first stop on 
the 1970 tour. 
Two of those goals—winning 
and an appearance in the Mast­ 
ers—have eluded the 35-y ear-old 
Elder, who play s out of Wash­ 
ington, D.C. But he cracked the 
top 60 easily in 1969. 
Lee 
made $53,678 for 38 th 
place, by far the best of the 
nine Negroes now on the tour. 
“ But I want to win so bad,” 
he said “ that has to be some­ 
thing to think about.” 
“ And the Masters, well, that’s 
a real goal. That would be a 
first, a real first, something to 
work for. I’ve got to play hard 
for that one. But I may have 
a chance.” 
No Negro has ever play ed in 
the prestigious tournament in 
Augusta, 
Ga., an invitational 
event. Charlie Sifford, the first 
Negro on the tour and winner 
of two tournaments including 
this event lust y ear has come 
close in the ratings by which 
the Masters make its invita­ 
tion but hasn’t made it. 
A certain group of play ers 
are invited regardless of their 
standings. 
For the others, 
a 
point sy stem is used. 
‘‘I’m No. 6 on the list right 
now,” Elder said. ‘‘Last y ear 
they took six off the list. I 
guess they ’ll do the same tiling 
this y ear. 
“ And two of those guy s ahead 
5f me — Bob Lunn and Grier 
Jones—are going to get invited. 
Lunn play ed so good and won 
a tournament and Grier was 
Kookie of the Year. They ’ll be 
invited. 
"So

to fourth. Tbat’s good, but not 
good enough. If I won one, that 
would just about do it. That 
ought to clinch it. But we'll 
see.”
